Victory-minded  mentor  Angus  Nicoson  and  his 
hoopsfers  turned  in  one  of  the  most  surprismg  and 
satisfying  records  in  the  history  of  the  school.  Despite 
the  pre-season  loss  of  five  returning  hopefuls,  Coach 
Nicoson  was  optimistic  about  the  possibilities  of  the 
team.  After  losing  the  first  two  games  to  Kentucky 
State  and  Bellormine  by  close  decisions,  the  team  be- 
gan to  move,  defeating  St.  Cloud  and  rugged  con- 
ference foe  Manchester.  The  natters  compiled  eleven 
straight  victories  after  the  St.  Cloud  game  and  cap- 
tured fifteen  of  sixteen  remaining  contests.  The  in- 
spired Hounds  also  grabbed  the  Capitol  City  Tourney 
and  were  runners-up  in  the  special  Indianapolis 
Classic.  For  the  third  consecutive  year,  they  won  the 
championship  of  the  Hoosier  College  Conference.  Con- 
sidering that  their  schedule  was  toughened  by  the 
addition  of  Kentucky  State  and  St.  Cloud,  NAIA 
finalists  from  last  year,  the  17—6  record  assembled 
by  the  Greyhounds  is  all  the  more  impressive.  Clark 
Crafton  and  Jim  Cummings,  the  only  two  seniors  on 
the  squad,  figured  prominently  in  the  success  of  the 
team.  Crafton  led  in  scoring,  rebounds  and  assists. 
Because  of  his  consistently  superior  ability,  he  was 
selected  for  All-Conference  team  and  NAIA  District 
21  All-Star  team  membership.  Cummings  set  a  new 
scoring  record  of  48  points  during  the  Earlham  game, 
toppling  the  old  record  of  45  points  set  in  1957.  This 
season  marked  Nicoson's  tenth  consecutive  winning 
campaign.
